The Mis 
sion now numbers, as by tho report, 
seven clergymen and nine layi 
laborers in tho silent field. But tho 
work is principally in tho character of 
home missions. That is to say, of the 

n clergymen included, all are i< 
dent at the principal centers of the 
work — in New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania — with the exception of 
the ltev. A. W. Mann, residing
